The  Leuven  program  is  a perfect  way  for  students  to  experience  living  and 
studying  in  Europe  while  also  traveling  a great  deal.  The  charming  town  of  Leuven, 
Belgium  boasts  countless  cafes,  restaurants,  bars,  and  picturesque  parks  without  the 
hustle,  bustle,  and  grime  of  a big  city.  It  is  a five  minute  walk  or  less  to  the  nearest 
bar,  where  you  can  mingle  with  people  from  all  backgrounds  and  experience  some  of 
the  best  beer  in  the  world.  Belgium  is  also  centrally  located  within  Europe,  which 
makes  it  easy  to  travel  during  the  weekends  and  breaks  from  class.  I was  able  to  travel 
to  14  countries  and  over  40  cities  this  year! 

Loyola  students  live  in  an  international  house  with  60  other  students  from  13 
different  countries,  which  makes  it  easy  to  immerse  yourself  in  a variety  of  cultures 
during  your  time  abroad.  While  cooking  dinner,  I would  often  hear  four  or  five 
languages  being  spoken  at  the  same  time  and,  on  several  occasions,  the  internationals 
would  offer  me  a home  cooked  meal.  The  Loyola  International  Nachbar  Huis  hosted 
dozens  of  fun  events  such  as  the  American  Dinner,  Halloween  party,  Christmas  party, 
Sinterklaas  party,  and  a spring  barbeque.  I really  enjoyed  how  people  were  able  to 
share  their  customs  with  me  on  a daily  basis. 

In  addition  to  all  of  this,  there  is  an  on-site  Loyola  director  that  whisks  students 
off  to  a variety  of  places  such  as  Paris,  Chartres,  Normandy,  Aachen,  Monchau, 
Ghent,  Brugges,  Rome,  Florence,  and  Amsterdam,  where  you  bond  with  the  other 
members  of  your  group.
